years. We seemed to be 
guessing in unison. But that 
new system of his — for- 
mulating weather reports 
several years in advance — 
that I’d like to see proved’. 

Dr, Granger, professor of 
meteorology and*climatol- 
ogy at UCB, is doing his 
best to oblige George 
and the rest of the world on 
that point. Granger’s sys- 
tem involves utilization of 
Statistics gathered in com- 
parable areas. 

The méeteorologist’s 
charts indicate that a region 
south of the equator appears 
to have weather identical to 
California’s, but .several 
years in advance of the Gol- 
den State. He believes that 
the unspecified area’s pre- 
cipitation and temperatures 
during the'early part of the 
decade will be the same as 
the California pattern dur- 
ing the latter part of the 70s. 
If Granger’s “pre-view sys- 
tem’’ proves accurate, 
California is in for a wet 
year in 1978 — above 160 
percent of normal — with 
another three years of aver- 
age precipitation. 

Dr. Granger will not name 
the country upon which he is 
basing his forecasts — he is 
reserving this information 
for a paper being prepared 
for a technical journal. 

George reserves no opin- 
ions. ‘‘Weather variables 
will kill any forecasting sys- 
tem’, he predicted, 

“Our present crisis has 
been created by warm air 

ressure rising in the 
awaltey Islands. This 
pressure has been stron; 
enough, the past couple o 
years, to block out most of 
the cold air attempting to 
push down from the north. 
And the moisture-laden.cold 
air is what produces our 
rain. When it is able to get 
here, that is. 

“The showers we had last 
week came when the 
warmer high pressure area 
rose to 8,000 feet and a mass 
of cold air slipped in under- 
neath it. But that is a rare 
occurrence. It wasn’t pre- 
dicted. Actually, any rain in 
this area during May is un- 
usual. Precipitation tapers 
off in April. Even rarer was 
the downpour in July of 1974, 
Got one and one-half inches 
in less than 24 hours. Believe 
me, that one wasn’t pre- 
dicted either. 

“The current situation 
has been aggravated, too, 
by the amount of north 
winds we've had. The north-

Voting to accept the res- 
ignation were Mayor Joyce 
Jackson, Vice Mayor Pat 
Griffin and Councilman 
Gleason. _ 

Gleason made the motion 
and Griffin seconded it, with 
Mayor Jackson providing 
the necessary third vote. 

Opposed were Council- 
man Lewis Howell who re- 
ferred to the three as the 
“extremist majority’ and 
Councilman Robert liom 
The majority had made its 
decision before the long per- 
sonnel session on the subject 
the previous Monday night, 
Luoma stated. 

Turner’s supporters in the 
audience provided standing 
applause for several speak- 
ers, and demanded specific 
“reasons” for the ouster. 
“Initiative action’’ was pre- 
dicted by one resident. 

However, Mayor 
Jackson, Griffin and 
Gleason were praised by 
others who admitted that 
Turner is ‘‘decent’’ and 
“capable.” 

Turner’s resignation is ef- 
fective June 30. During the 
interval, a ‘‘troubleshoot- 
et retired city manager 
will supervise the transi- 
tion, conferring with the 
council this week. 

As the audience anger 
mounted, supporters of the 
decision defended the coun- 
cil majority. 

Mrs. Odessa Shavers de- 
clared, ‘‘The decision has 
been made by Mr. Turner.” 
She urged others to ask 
Turner for the reasons be- 
hind the ouster. 

Harry Styron said, ‘‘Res- 
ignations happen all the 
time. It’s a common prob- 
lem.”

“Naturally we’ve had a 
lot of dry years — some 
single years worse than 
either 1976 or ’77. For in- 
stance, in 1971 we had only 
13.60 inches of rain. That’s 
the lowest in this decade. 
But in 1972 the rains came 
with a vengeance. Had 
44.53. Compare those two 
years with the last two, both 
of which may register under 
15 inches. That’s rough. 

‘But taking a flyer at 
long-range forecasts — we 
shouldn’t get three years of 
drought in a row. The 
chances against that are as- 
tronomical. 

“J wouldn’t make any bets 
onit, however; even at those 
odds. 

“Right now I’m pulling 
for 15 inches this rain year 
(to July 1). That wouldn’t be 
too bad — about three 
fourths of the real normal — 
20 inches. For the past 
decade we’ve been getting 
so much rain that some 
sources now consider the 
normal is 30 inches, but 
that’s obviously high for a 
long- -term average.

‘Beach Rangers’ patrol 
East Bay parks’ lakes 


OAKLAND — ‘‘Beach 
Rangers,’’ armed with 
portable radios and an eye 
out for brewing trouble, will 
be patroling the swimming- 
fishing lakes of the East Bay 
Regional Park District this 
summer, 

In anticipation of another 
record-breaking year in the 
popularity of EBRPD’s 
cooling inland oases, Direc- 
tors instituted the new con- 
cept in “low key law en- 
forcement” and at the same 
time beefed up the Park Dis- 
trict’s Public Safety forces 
to back up the Rangers. 

“Our beach areas are 
without doubt the ‘hot spots’ 
in the District during the 
summer season,’’ Chris 
Nelson, Chief of EBRPD 
Parks and Interpretation, 
told the Board. ‘‘We feel the 
new Beach Rangers will be 
able to handle loose dogs, 
abuse of alcohol, nudity and 
other forms of public dis- 
turbance and harrasment 
on the crowded beaches.” 

He characterized the 
Rangers, who will wear un- 
iforms, as “eyes” for the 
Park District police forces 
and a complement to the

lifeguard staffs who at 
times must leave their 
guarding posts to handle 
problems on the beach or to 
call the park police officers. 

“The primary goal of the 
Rangers would be to serve 
as a damper on disturbing 
activity and to be able to 
contact a police officer for 
any serious problems,” 
Nelson said. 

The additional ‘keep-it- 
cool” forces are in direct 
response to the feelings of 
East Bay residents, spelled 
out strongly in the recent 
EBRPD user survey. 


Some 91 percent of the 
more than 2,000 adults par- 
ticipating in the survey said 
that they considered their 
protection against crime 
‘very important’ when 
they were selecting a park 
to visit. More than 80 per- 
cent said they considered 
the enforcement of park 


rules and regulations “very 
important.” 


Accepting the beach pat- 
rol program for trial this 
summer, the Board ap- 
proved the immediate hur- 
ing of six Rangers.

The drought is already having its effect.on 
PG&E's ability to generate electric power this year. 
Here are the facts: 

In anormal year, much of PG&E's electricity 
iS generated by water power. The drought has reduced 
our hydroelectric generating capacity to /ess than half 
of normal. By summer, we expect our reservoirs to be 
at all-time lows.

conditions there are so far below normal that a 10% 
cutback in power usage has been ordered. So no power 
at all is available to us from that source this year. 

Our Diablo Canyon Nuclear Plant has the 
capacity to fill the gap. But it is not in operation because 
it is still in the process of being licensed 

To make up for the missing hydro power this 
year, we are working our steam-electric generating 
plants (fueled mostly by oil) overtime. We are also 
buying power from Southern California and Nevada 
utilities. The amounts available may or may not be 
enough to meet all our customers’ demands during peak 
periods in coming months. If there is not enough power 
to go around, our customers will be asked to cut back 
their use even more than now. Power shortages that 
require actual power cutoffs to groups of customers will 
occur only if voluntary cutbacks fail to work. Or if there 
iS a breakdown of major steam-electric generating 
equipment. (Such breakdowns, unfortunately, are more 
apt to happen when generating equipment works 
Overtime, as now.) 


WHAT ABOUT THE COSTS To YOU? 


With hydroelectric capacity sharply reduced, 
it takes more oil to run our steam-electric generating 
plants. This oil, mostly imported, costs almost $15 a 
barrel, We will need to burn at least 50 million barrels 
of it this year— compared to less than 27 million last year. 
And the more oil we burn, the more electricity will cost.
